(a) A person who expressly or inpliedly threatens to do
bodily harm or does bodily harmto an individual or to that
individual's famly or uses any other crimnally unlaw ul
means to solicit or cause any person to join, or deter any
person from | eaving, any organization or association
regardl ess of the nature of such organization or association,
is guilty of a dass 2 fel ony.

Any person of the age of 18 years or ol der who expressly
or inpliedly threatens to do bodily harm or does bodily harm
to a person under 18 years of age or uses any other
crimnally wunlawful neans to solicit or cause any person
under 18 years of age to join, or deter any person under 18
years of age from/leaving, any organi zati on or association
regardl ess of the nature of such organi zation or association
is guilty of a Class 1 felony.

(b) Conpelling organi zati on nenbership of persons within

a school, on the real property conprising a school, or in a

conveyance owned, leased, or <contracted by a school to

transport students to or from school or a school rel ated

activity is a Cass 3 felony for a first offense, a Class 1

felony for a second offense, and a dass X felony for a third

or subsequent offense if the defendant is under 18 years of

age at the time of the offense. |f the defendant is 18 vyears
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of age or older at the tine of the offense, the penalty for

violating this subsection (b) is a Cass 2 felony for a first

offense, a Cass 1 felony for a second offense, and a C ass X

felony for a third or subsequent offense.

(c) A person convicted of an offense under this Section
shall not be eligible to receive a sentence of probation,
condi tional discharge, or periodic inprisonnent.

(d) In this Section, "school" neans a public or private

el enentary or secondary school, community college, college,

or _university.
